He was a p rinter by trad e and in the 
early d ay s of its ex istence secu red con­ 
trol of the Little Falls Transcrip t and 
continu ed its p u blication u ntil the p res­ 
ent time, the p ap er hav ing been en­ 
larged and mad e a d aily p u blication u n­ 
d er his skillfu l management and at the 
p resent time it is one of the inllu ential 
newsp ap ers of northern 
Minnesota. 
Du ring Mr. Fu ller’s career he had rep ­ 
resented this d istrict in both branches 
of the state legislatu re with cred it to 
himself and to his p arty and he has al­ 
way s taken an activ e interest in p u b­ 
lic affairs, and was at the time of his 
d eath p ostmaster, which was the sec­ 
ond time that he had been ap p ointed to 
that resp onsible position. 
His d eath remov es one of the p ioneers 
in pu blic life from this section of the 
state, for while Mr. Fu ller was y et in 
early life, being scarcely 5 0 y ears of 
age, he had been id entified with the 
d ev elop ment of the northern p art of 
Minnesota and its ad v ancement for 
many y ears.

the Witness Stand. 


SHARP, ACCUSING QUESTIONS 


Put to th® Famous Financier by Unit­ 
ed States District Attorney Stimson. 
Banker at Hia Best on the Defensive 
and 
Rsfusea to 
Answer 
Several 
Questions Unless Allowed to Ex­ 
plain Himself at Length. 


New York, Oct. 31.—For more than 
six hours Charlea W. Morse, who a 
year ago was one of the dominant fig­ 
ures in Wall afreet, eat in the witness 
chair In the crim inal branch of the 
United States circuit court, endeavor- 
Anc to defend the financial operations 
In connection with the National Bank 
of North America which resulted in 
the Indictm ent of Mr. Morse and Al 
‘fred H. Curtis on charges of con­ 
spiracy and violation of the national 
hanking laws. 
All went smoothly during the morn 
teg sosalon when tho lawyers for the 
defense asked questions of Mr. Morse, 
hut late in the day, when United 
States D istrict A ttorney Stimson took 
up the cross-examination for the gov­ 
ernm ent, 
sharp, aecuslng questions 
w ets put to the financier. 
Mr. Morse on the defensive was at 
his beat. 
Several tim es he refused to 
answ er questions unless he were per­ 
m itted to explain him self at length. 
H e sparred cleverly with Mr. Stimson 
and a number ef tim es, rather than in­ 
sist upon an answ er to a question 
w ith an explanation accompanying it, 
Mr. Stimson w ithdrew the question. 
Mr. Stimson sprang somewhat of a 
surprise on Mr. Morse when he took 
up the loan of m ore than $125,000 
m ade to Miss K atherine A. Wilson. 
Mr. Morse’s aecretary. 
The financier 
had testified that the loan had been 
m ade in his behalf and th at the Les­ 
lie W hiting loans w ere also his. Then. 
w ith Mr. Morse still in the witness 
chair, Mr. Stimson read a letter ad­ 
dressed to the com ptroller of the cur­ 
rency. W. B. Ridgely, and signed by 
Mr. Morse and other directors of tho 
Mew Amsterdam bank, saying that Mr 
Monte was not directly interested in 
th e loan. 
Admits Lean Was His. 
Mr. Stimson asked Mr. Morse again 
lf he had understood that the Wilson 
lean was made in his behalf and Mr. 
W orse replied th at the loan was his. 
Mr. Stimson then read another letter, 
this 
one 
being 
from 
Comptroller 
Ridgely to the president of the New 
Amsterdam bank. 
It called attention 
Ie the excessive loans made by the 
hank and especially mentioned the 
one to Miss W ilson saying that the 
430 shares of National Bank of North 
America stock put Hp to secure the 
leon was net sufficient collateral. The 
letter pointed out th at the stock was 
only quoted at $115,000 at the time 
Mid added that “the exam iner is under 
the impression th at Mr. Morse is in 
Pome way connected with the loan.” 
It was this letter from the comp­ 
troller that called forth th e one signed 
by Mr. Morse and the New Amsterdam 
hank directors declaring Mr. Morse 
wan not directly interested in the Wil­ 
son loan. 
W hen the cross-examination was be- 
gun Mr. Stimson asked Mr. Morse 
concerning the banking and fiduciary 
Institutions he had been connected 
with. 
This was to show that Mr. i 
M orse was fam iliar w ith the very de­ 
tail of the banking business and the 
national bank laws. but the witness 
Insisted that he did not understand 
th e legal exactions and details of 
business, saying th at he always re­ 
tained a lawyer when any legal point 
arose. 
Never Read the Reports. 


It was then brought out that Mr. 
Morse never read the reports to the 
comptroller of the currency showing 
B e bank’s outstanding loans, endors- 
m s. etc- hut th a t he tif f e d them off­ 


hand. 
Mr. Stimson produced a num­ 
ber of these reports and opposite the 
name of Mr. Morse appeared figures 
representing his liability to the bank, 
as an enderser of loans, etc. 
Mr. Stimson laid great stress on the 
liquidation of a note for $100,000, on 
O rt. 14 through the purchase by the 
hank of 2,000 shares of Ice stock and 
a $40,000 loan to Mr. Morse. 
Mr. 
Moi ne adm itted Thursday th at he had 
requested Mr. Curtis, the president 
©f th e bank, to wipe out the $60,000 
balance due the bank by charging it 
on 
Hie 
commission 
account. 
Mr. 
Morse said the am ount should have 
been 
charged 
against the $135,000 
profits he bad turned into the bank 
lust before the situation arose. 
W hen the prosecutor took up the 
letter sent by 
Mr 
Curtis to Mr. 
Morse, In which the form er expressed 
alarm at the financial Blending of the 
bark, Morse was asked if he had 
•hared the alarm ef Mr. Curtis. 
“Not in the least,” was the answer. 
“W as the alarm of Mr. Curtis shared 
by the directors?” w'as th e next ques­ 
tion. 
"Not to the extent of m aking them 
pay off their lo a n s” observed Mr. 
Morse. 
The H einie loan of $212,600 was en­ 
tered into briefly, Mr. Morse explain­ 
ing th at the loan was made on sup­ 
posedly good collateral 
Mr. Curtis 
refused to make this loan and Mr. 
More* afterw ards put It through.

“The attem pt of Mr. Gompers,’,’ he 
declared with great emphasis, “to de 
liver the labor vote of this country 
is as audacious an act of political ef 
frontery as has ever occurred in the 
history of politics. 
It is most reas 
Suring to note that the men associat 
ed with Mr. Gompers in the executive 
council of the Federation of Labor are 
falling away from him in this effort 
of his to make the Federation of La­ 
bor a political factor. 
“The men who decided to follow 
him are Mr. John Mitchell, Mr. Jam es 
Duncan, first vice president of the i 
American Federation of Labor; Mr. 
Daniel Keefe, the head of the long­

The Protective System. 
A fter asserting th at the protective 
system was decidedly the most im ­

It is said th a t the 
ballroom in the m ansion on Fifth ave­ 
nue would accommodate 1,000 people. 
It was Mrs. A stor who established the 
“400,” her visiting list being confined 
to that num ber of names. 
In 1905, 
however, Mrs. A stor was said to have 
“let down the bars,” when she invited 
1,200 persons to one of the m ost 
memorable social events ever given in 
New York.

DEATH OF W. M. FULLER 
News was received in this city this 
morning of the death of W. M. Fuller, 
of Little Falls, which occurred at the 
hospital at St. Peter last night. 
While 
this was sudden news to the people in 
general who knew him in this locality, 
to his intimate friends who knew the 
conditions under which he was suffer­ 
ing, the final outcome was not a sur­ 
prise. 
Mr. Fuller was born in Little Falls 
and lived there all his life and was 
identified in the upbuilding of the city. 
He was a printer by trade and in the 
early days of its existence secured con­ 
trol of the Little Falls Transcript and 
continued its publication until the pres­ 
ent time, the paper having been en­ 
larged and made a daily publication un­ 
der his skillful management and at the 
present time it is one of the influential 
newspapers of northern 
Minnesota. 
During Mr. Fuller’s career he had rep­ 
resented this district in both branches 
of the state legislature with credit to 
himself and to his party and he has al­ 
ways taken an active interest in pub­ 
lic affairs, and was a t the time of his 
death postmaster, which was the sec­ 
ond time that he had been appointed to 
that responsible position. 
His death removes one of the pioneers 
in public life from this section of the 
state, for while Mr. Fuller was yet in 
early life, being scarcely 50 years of 
age, he had been identified with the 
development of the northern part of 
Minnesota and its advancement for 
many years. 
Those who knew him 
intimately will vouch for the statem ent 
that he was a true friend in every 
sense of the word and fought for what 
he thought was right.

leaves a wife and sister to whom the 
sympathy of this community goes out 
in their hour of sorrow.

Just where Gov. Johnson is

steel industries.

the record of his own career, and 
that of his party, bears out his 
recent statements. 
The Duluth News-Tribune of 
recent date quotes his speech in 
that city in part, as follows: “The 
governor took up the tonnage tax 
question, and was armed with a 
large quantity of official records 
and statistics to prove that he 
was right on that much discussed 
question.

Tho dally dispatches from abroad 
chronicle tho awful misery and daati- 
tattoo, th* Idleness and poverty and 
even the degradation and vice which 
have now overspread Great Britain. 
For some years following her retain 
to free trade, in 1846, Great Britain 
was enabled to live upon her capital, 
and because of tho prestige gained in 
manufacturing and because of her ex­ 
tensive shipping It seemed for awhile 
as if her new fiscal policy was bound 
to bring even greater glory to the little 
kingdom which hoped to be the manu­ 
facturing center of the world. 
The first result of free trade in Great 
Britain—the abolishment of the corn 
laws—was the rapid and sure destruc­ 
tion of her agriculture. Then came, as 
It must always come to every nation 
that thinks It better to buy food abroad 
than raise It at home, a lessening to a 
large degree of the purchasing power 
of the people and a lessening to that 
degree of the value of the home mar­ 
ket 
Then when foreign competitors 
saw that they could dump their wares 
into the free ports of England it was 
not long before English manufacturers 
saw that they must reduce wages and 
practice the greatest possible econo­ 
mies In order to compete with their 
rivals. 
Without going Into the whole history 
of the movement it can be said today 
that our own country has equaled lf 
not exceeded Great Britain in the value 
of our exports, while Germany and 
other continental countries are forcing 
Great Britain not only out of foreign 
markets, but competing with her own 
manufacturers at home. The result of 
this half century of free trade in Great 
Britain is that today not half the peo­ 
ple have work, and it Is Bald that 
nearly half of the laboring classes In 
the large cities of England do not 
know from day to day where their 
next meal is to come from.

Thousands and thousands 
and still other thousands have come to 
America, and yet the condition of those 
remaining at home has gone from bad 
to worse. 
Free trade in Great Britain is not 
only a failure, but It Is almost a crime 
and a result acknowledged by the lead­ 
ing economists at home and abroad, 
and yet in spite of this result we have

LINDBERGH HELD 
ROUSING MEETING 


Republican 
Congressman 
Dis­ 


cussed Political Issues at 


Opera House 


HE DISCUSSED HATIOHAL ISSUES 


And Urged All Good Republicans 


to Stand by Entire Ticket 


Hext Tuesday 


Congressman C. A. Lindbergh was 
greeted by a full house Friday evening 
when he arose in the opera house toad- 
dress the voters of Brainerd on the po­ 
litical issues of the day. 
In addition to 
a good sized crowd of Brainerdites 
about 200 came up from Little Falls on 
a spacial train which arrived heie at 
8:15. 
Mr. Lindbergh was introduced 
by Mayor Wise, who presided at the 
meeting, in a few well chosen words. 
Mr. Lindbergh was greeted with 
hearty applause when he arose, and he 
plunged at once into the subject before 
him with few preliminary remarks. He 
commenced by recalling some of Bryan's 
predictions in'the past, emphasizing the 
fact that Bryan admitted that the dem­ 
ocratic times of 1896 were hard times, 
and then called the attention of the 
audience to the fact that Bryan's pre­ 
dictions of a continuation unless he was 
elected, proved false. 
He also took up the question of social 
unrest caused by the growth of com­ 
binations in the period of prosperity 
following the civil war. That these 
combinations were permitted to exist 
was, he said, not because the republi­ 
can party favored them, but because 
the American people, at that time, 
were, regardless of party, opposed to 
any governmental interference with 
private affairs. 
At that time the pre­ 
vailing sentiment was for the least pos­ 
sible government. The republican par­ 
ty, he said, had proceeded in this re­ 
spect as fast as the people would sup­ 
port them. 
Regarding the tariff he declared that 
at the time the Dingley schedule was 
put in force it was fitted to the needs 
of the people, but that today it needed 
revising and the republican party would 
revise it. The democratic panic, 1893- 
6, he described as both a financial and 
industrial panic. 
The panic of 1907 he 
declared was purely financial, and no 
industrial enterprise suffered except 
incidentally. 
He called special atten­ 
tion to the fact that during the recent 
flurry there had been no fall in the 
prices of the products of labor, while 
in the panic of 1893 and the years fol­ 
lowing farm products and manufactured 
goods had fallen far below the cost of 
production. 
Mr. Lindbergh dwelt at length on the 
record of Jacob F. Jacobson, the re­ 
publican nominee for governor, and 
urged all republicans to stand by the 
ticket. 
Mr. Lindbergh, who came up from 
Little Falls on the noon train, held an 
informal reception in the Ransford ho­ 
tel lobby before the meeting and was 
introduced to many of the local business 
men. 
Congressman Lindbergh 
went 
to 
Deerwood this afternoon accompanied 
by a party of Brainerd republicans 
and will hold a r.epublican rally at that 
place tonight. Hon. B. F. Wright, re­ 
publican candidate for district judge, 
accompanied the party. E. A. Kling, 
of Little Falls, republican nominee for 
the legislature, came up from there to­ 
day and also accompanied the party.

If it is cheaper for the city to fight 
damage suits than repair bridges, why 
let things go as they are? 
If the city 
hasn't enough money to repair the 
bridge, then protect the tax payers by 
closing it.

“Mr. Bryan also has much to say 
with regard to corrupt practices and 
campaign expenditures. 
But he omits 
to give due credit to the Republican

Bryan apparently was at his best, his 
voice carrying to every corner of the 
building, and he spoke with vigor and 
earnestness. 
Launching at once into the issues 
of the campaign, the Democratic can­ 
didate discussed the Democratic plat­ 
form. laying great stress on the planks 
relating to the guaranteeing of bank 
deposits, publicity of campaign con­ 
tributions and the trusts. The two 
latter topics furnished him the themes 
for his attacks on the financiers, the 
president and Mr. Taft. The Stan­ 
dard Oil company and the steel trust, 
through Messrs. Rockefeller and Car­ 
negie, were credited with furnishing 
the funds for the Republican cam­ 
paign.

Earlier in the day Mr. Bryan gave 
out a statement of his views regarding 
the declarations of the two financiers

He also em­ 
phasized the labor planks of the Den­ 
ver platform and made an appeal for 
the laboring men to stand together 
and support the national Democratic 
ticket if they expected the remedial 
legislation they desired. 
Not content with his strictures up­ 
on those named, Mr. Bryan had some­ 
thing to say about Secretary Root, 
who is credited with having stated 
1hat Mr. Bryan’s election would be a 
menace to the country. 
"I see Mr. Root has made an argu­ 
ment against the election of senators 
by the people,” he remarked. "I am 
not surprised. 
No man in public life 
has more reason to fear an election at 
which the people vote. 
"Hi* also thinks my election weuld 
be a menace to the country. That is 
not suntr'glng. 
He began his legal 
career with a defense of Boss Tweed 
and has been so intimately associated 
with thr big law-breakers ever since 
thai he would naturally resent the 
Democratic idea of enforcing the law 
impartially against offenders.”
